


MORE SPENDING. 
MORE FEDERAL CONTROL 
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even more in Washington, D.C:, is to send 
white people out of the city to the suburbs. 
The effect on property values, on which 
these high-spending city governments de- 
pent for continued taxation, is as yet a 
rather unknown quantity. 


But one thing should be noted. This 
movement toward integration is based on 
a supposed right of the Negroes to associate 
with whites—a right that has been protected 
and fought for by the Federal Government 
at the point of the bayonet. But what 
about the right of the whites to decide 
with whom they will associate? Is that 
not as great as the right of the Negro? 


In addition to this right of association, 
which undoubtedly belongs to the whites, 
but is being flagrantly violated, the figures 
for crime in all of these cities and probably 
many more similarly affected, have been 
growing at an enormous rate; and a high 
percentage of the crimes committed result 
in the arrest of Negroes. 


Few Republican leaders have yet had 
imagination or courage enough to oppose 
this trend. Most of them apparently think 
the only thing they can do is to compete 
with the Democrats for minority votes. 
‘A high percentage of all white voters stay 
away from the polls. The ability of the 
Republicans to carry the new Congress 
to be elected in November, 1962, may well 
depend upon whether these leaders have 
vision enough to forget the minorities and 
go after the great silent majority whether 
white or black. i 
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A New Oath 


Air Force ROTC cadets apparent- 
ly will no longer have to believe in 
God. According to the American Civil 
Liberties Union, the enlistment oath 
for cadets has just been amended by 
the Air Force so that applicants 
swearing allegiance to the U.S. ‘may 
eliminate the phrase “so help me 
God.” 

They've also replaced the word 
“swear” by. “affirm.” We're not sure 
what the difference is, exactly, though 
Webster's defines “swear” as a sol- 
emn declaration, a little stronger than 
its definition for “affirm,” which is to 
maintain or assert. 

Full credit for the action was tak- 
en by the ACLU, an organization 
which has frequently provided -free 
legal council for American Commu- 
nists. They said the new ruling re- 
sulted from correspondence between 
Lawrence Speiser, director of the 
Washington office of the ACLU, and 
the Air Force, over the case of a Uni- 
versity of Maryland student who ob- 
jected to the religious tone of the oath, 

If it would try a little harder, the 
ACLU could no doubt come up with 
a student who objected to the entire 
oath. Isn’t it a violation of “civil lib- 
erties” to expect an officer im the 
U.S, Air Force to swear (beg pardon, 

affirm) allegiance to the age he's 
supposed to defend?

Mrs. Goldstein wrote a book 
titled “The Story of Rabbi Gold- 
stein in Berlin (1957-1961) in 
which the Rabbi was quoted as 
saying that 22,000 Jews in Ger- 
many were trying “for business 
purposes” to rule over 55 million 
West Germans.
